It Pays to be Careful of E-mail Attachments 

Never open an e-mail attachment that you are not expecting ,or do not 
know exactly what it is or who it came from. E-mail attachments are a 
way of infecting your computer with a virus. Viruses such as

and “explorer.zip” are two recent examples of destructive attachments 
sent by malicious hackers 
Check the Reply-To address on all incoming e-mails. There are 3 basic 
message headers (From:, To:, and Subject:). And there is a fourth header 
Reply-To: that is sometimes part of your e-mail 
That header specifies the address to which a message should be replied 
to. instead of the From: header. If the Reply-To: header is blank, then 
replies are automatically sent to the From: header 
Check your e-mail about every ten minutes You can set the ume inter- 
val that your email program automatically checks for mail. Look for the 
setups under tools or under options, or under special, or setup or 
advanced. You will find it lurking under there someplace. You can also 
set your e-mail program to accept or reject attachments. Or to accept o1 
reject html encoded messages, those include ones with hyperlinks to 
websites 
If your e-mail system checks for incoming mail too frequently it may 
check before previous messages have been fully downloaded resulting in 
. disastrous collision, an accident that may cause you to lose that one 
important message you wanted so badly you set the system to check once 
a minute. Don’t be greedy 
Strange Formatting 
Oops. Have you looked at your Word document and seen some strange 
formatting? Perhaps a word has migrated to the wrong line. Your heading 
that was double spaced is now single spaced 
When you have strange spacing problems, the first thing to do is click 
the “Show All” button on the toolbar at the top. It looks like a paragraph 
mark. This lets you see all the paragraph marks and all other formatting 
marks on the page. I predict you will find (and fix) the problem 


Marking a Favorite Place on the Internet 

The quick and easy way. So you have been surfing the web you found 
a place you want to come back to later. Mark it as a favorite. Relax, this 
is going to be easy. Hold the control key and press D and it is done, It 
will be in your list of favorites.

Some other help going to hurricane victims in the Carolinas ts 
something South Alabama folks can readily relate to 1s the 
reaction of rural electric cooperatives of Alabama as they dis 
patched 50 trucks and 115 linemen to coastal North at 1 South 
Carolina, even before they knew the magnitude of the storm 
damage. This is payback time . those folks were among 
the companies who poured into Alabama in 1995 when Hurt 
cane Opal hit here. 


We can cry with all those thousands of people fighting the 
flood waters from Hurricane Floyd. There was an all too 
familiar sinking feeling in our stomach watching the tube and 
seeing rows of furniture, toys and other personal belongings 
being piled up beside the roads as flood victims all along the 
Northeast coast dig out from the receding flood waters. 


Instant and complete news coverage is not always good. This 
week is a prime example of all that. Sometimes we think peo- 
ple would be better off with our head buried in the sand, 
rather than hearing all the bad things happening around us. It 
is shocking to realize there are at least 22 armed conficts 
going on around the world t-o-d-a-y! Armed conflict means 
people killing people wholesale. That doesn’t count the horri- 
ble things like the church shooting in Ft. Worth last week or 
the day care shooting in California. It still makes us wonder 
“Why?” when a person walks into a crowd with an automatic 
weapon and starts shooting. This last one can’t be a strong 
religious belief . . we have that and are secure in our beliefs, 
regardless of what is going on around us. So again, why? 


It was interesting, and exciting, to hear Charles Owens, with 
the Army Corps of Engineers, update members of the Elba 
Rotary Club on the status of the Elba levee rebuilding project. 
Mr. Owens has worked with Elba for a number of years, hay 

ing been here in the aftermath of the 1990 flood. Our impres- 
sions of this man is that he knows what he is doing in the area 
which most concerns us in Elba. We have been in quite a 
number of meetings in which he was addressing our problems 
and continue to be comfortable with his professional deci- 
sions. 


According to Owens, the actual work on rebuilding the Elba 
levee should get started either next summer or at least by fall. 
The total project will take 18 months to two years . . all 
depending on the weather conditions while the work is in 
progress. They will add height in some places, width in most 
places and increase the length from 3.2 miles to 3.5 miles. 
Oh, all this is assuming Congress goes forward with funding 
the $12.5 project and Elba can fund a pot of gold to pay the 
35% local matching part of the cost.

Casino gambling will soon fol 
low. The proposed amendment 
reads that only “the Alabama Edu- 
cation Lottery...is prohibited from 
operating (Read the 
entire bill. The present sample bal- 
lot does not reflect this adequately; 
it seems to indicate that all casinos 
would be prohibited.) Ifa lottery is 
allowed, the federal Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act requires that Indian 
reservations must be permitted to 
have lotteries. Poarch Creek leader 
Eddie Tullis has said “casinos could 
be up and running within a year.” 
This revenue is not state taxable. 
Pressure would be put on the legis- 
lature to (by voting) allow estab- 
lishment of private, state taxable 
casinos. 

We will then see: more crime 
including prostitution, robberies, 
drunk driving, domestic abuse, 
pawning, bankruptcies, homeless- 
ness, depression, suicide, money 
laundering, government corruption, 
undermining the traditional work 
ethic, loss of innocence and 
stressed family relationships, and 
increased burden on taxpayers to 
fund remedies for some of the 
above problems.’ 

We need to vote “NO” on this 
proposed amendment. More than 
an education lottery, we need for 
more Alabama parents to get more

Proposed Lottery Does Not Address Education Needs 


by Senator Bill Armistead 


Goy. Don Siegelman says he 
wants to change education in Alaba- 
ma forever. Well, I] agree with the 
Governor on this point, but I differ 
with him on the way it should be 
done. , 

For example, Gov. Siegelman 
says that he thinks the most press- 
ing need in education in Alabama 
today is to provide free college 
tuition to college-bound students. | 
disagree and will elaborate on what 
I see as the priority below. 

If providing free tuition to college 
students is the number one need in 
education, why have we not heard 
from the people of Alabama over 
the years crying out for this? Have 
high school graduates not been 
going to college because we did not 
have free college tuition? I don't 
think so 

There are currently plenty of 
scholarships and grants available 
for every young person who really 
wants to go to college in Alabama, 
And, there are also plenty of jobs 
where they could work their way 
through college, as many of us had 
to do 

Goy. Siegelman is asking voters 
to change the Alabama Constitution 
on October 12 to allow the state to 
get into the gambling business so he 
can establish a lottery in Alabama, 
He wants the proceeds from the lot- 
tery to pay, for college tuition for 
every student in Alabama, These 
scholarships would not be based on 
need, but would be available to 
everyone ~ even the very rich, 
Well, almost everyone, The poor, 
who receive a Pell grant, would not 
be eligible to get the scholarship 
according to Siegelman’s plan. 

Some people are misguided into 
thinking that the lottery will provide 
a free college “education”, The 
only thing the lottery is suppose to 
provide is free “tuition” which is 
only about one-third the cost of 
going to college. The student, or 
family, would still have to come up 
with the remaining two-thirds. 

For the most part, the students 


who would receive the free tuition 
from Siegelman’s lottery are the 
ones who would be going to college 
anyway, and paying their own way. 
‘So, what do we gain by having a 
state sponsored lottery in Alabama? 
Nothing good. In fact, studies show 
that states spend $2 for every $1 it 
receives by treating the problems 
associated with gambling. 

Goy. Siegelman is projecting that 
approximately $450,000,000 will be 
spent on the lottery each year in 
Alabama and roughly one-third of 
this amount - $150,000,000 - would 
be spent for college tuition and 
other programs that the Governor 
designates. The basic needs in edu- 
cation, however, would not be 
addressed with the proceeds from 
the lottery. Those who will benefit 
the most from a lottery in Alabama 
are those in the gambling business 

So, where would all of this 
money come from? Sadly, it would 
largely come from the poor who can 
least afford to gamble and who are 
not likely to benefit from their gam- 
bling misfortunes. That’s what the 
statistics from Georgia reveal. 
Those who purchase the most lot- 
tery tickets in Georgia are the poor, 
but those who get the free college 
tuition are the middle and upper 
class. 

Going back to my original ques- 
tion, if providing free college 
tuition for college-bound young 
people is not the greatest education- 
al need in Alabama, then what is? 1 
think most people would say that 
improving K-12 education is the 
greatest need, Yet, other than pro- 
viding some computers for schools, 
and establishing a four-year-old 
kindergarten for public schools the 
needs are not being met by the lot- 
tery, 

In my opinion, what we need 
most in education are more teachers 
in the classrooms for special needs, 
More attention needs to be given to 
students who are accelerated in 
their learning process and for those 
who need additional attention in 


order to achieve at their grade level 
Another priority would be to pro- 
vide for alternative schools for dis- 
ruptive students and those students 


who are prone to violence. None of 


Gov. Siegelman’s “education” lot- 
tery money would go towards 
adding more teachers to the class- 
rooms. 

All over the state, we have 
portable classrooms and otherwise 
inadequate classrooms. The legisla- 
ture passed a bond issue last year to 
address this issue, but it was not 
enough to replace all of these unde- 
sirable classrooms. Children should 
not be required to attend class in an 
unsafe classroom. None of Goy. 
Siegelman’s “education” lottery 
money would go towards replacing 
unsafe classrooms, 

Our teachers still are below the 
national average in their income. 
We need to adequately compensate 
our teachers for the often thankless, 
and sometimes dangerous, jobs they 
are doing. Teaching is one of the 
most honorable occupations in our 
society, yet none of Goy. Siegel- 
man's “education” lottery money 
would go towards increasing 
teacher's salaries, 

So, if we are not addressing the 
basic needs of education in Alaba- 
ma through the lottery, why does

Pushing or Riding? 


“For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God: not of works, lest any man should boast.” 
(Ephesians 2:8-9) 


A young man named Sinner once received from his Father a beautiful 
bright-red convertible. He named it Salvation sparkling, new, clean, 
modern and powerful 

It delighted the young man so much, especially because it was a gift 
He could never have afforded it. So delighted was he, the boy even 
changed his name from Sinner to Saved 

He polished his car every week; took pictures of it; even sent them to 
friends. He looked it over front, back, under, top, bottom, inside out. 
He never tired of telling others about the gift. “My Father gave it to em 
It was free!”

STATE OF ALABAMA 
PRO AMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Leaisla- 
ture at its Regular Session of 1999 
ordered an election to be held on a 
certain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, set out 
herein as Act No. 99-08; and further 
ordered in SJR84 that such election 
be held on October 12, 1999; and 


WHEREAS, notice of this elec- 
tion, together with this proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provisions of Act No. 99-08 to 
be given by Proclamation of the 
Governor, which Proclamation shall 
be published once a week for four 
successive weeks immediately pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the 
election, in a newspaper qualified to 
run legal notices in each county of 
the state 


NOW, THEREFORE, |, Don 
Siegelman, Governor of the State of 
Alabama by the power and authority 
vested in me as Governor, do here- 
by give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday, October 12, 1999, 
an election will be held in the man- 
ner and form provided by law upon 
the following amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama:

ENROLLED, AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to Sec- 
tion 65 of the Constitution of Alaba- 
ma of 1901, to establish an Alabama 
Education Lottery; to establish an 
Alabama Education Lottery Corpo- 
ration; to establish the Lottery Trust 
Fund; to provide for the allocation of 
the lottery proceeds to fund: (1) 
tuition grants, loans, or scholarships 
for colleges, universities, and junior, 
technical, or community colleges, 
(2) voluntary pre-kindergarten pro- 
grams, (3) technology in the public 
schools, (4) a reserve fund for short- 
falls in these programs, (5) and any 
excess to be paid to the Education 
Trust Fund; and to authorize the 
Legislature to implement the 
amendment through enabling legis- 
lation. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amend- 
tment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, as amended, is proposed 
and shall become valid as a part 
thereof when approved by a majority 
of the qualified electors voting there- 
on and in accordance with Sections 
284, 285, and 287 of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama of 1901, as amend- 
ed: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Section 65 of Article |V of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 65. 

“PART I. 

“Except as provided in Part II of 
this section, the Legislature shall 
have no power to authorize lotteries 
or gift enterprises for any purposes, 
and shall pass laws to prohibit the 
sale in this state of lottery or gift 
enterprise tickets, or tickets in any 
scheme in the nature of a lottery; 
and all acts, or parts of acts hereto- 
fore passed by the Legislature of 
this state, authorizing a lottery or lot- 
teries, and all acts amendatory 
thereof, or supplemental thereto, are 
hereby avoided. 


“PART Il. 

“(a) Establishment of an Alabama 
Education Lottery. 

“The Legislature shall provide for 
the establishment, administration, 
operation, and regulation of an 
Alabama Education Lottery. 

“(b) Replacement of Existing 
Education Funds Prohibited. —, 

“Funds deposited into the Educa- 
tion Trust Fund which are derived 
from the Alabama Education Lottery 
shall not replace or supplant existing 
or any other funds dedicated or 
intended for the purposes of such 
Fund. 

“(c) Lottery Trust Fund, 

“The proceeds from the 
Alabama Education Lottery shall be 
applied first to the payment of the 
expenses of administering and oper- 
ating the Alabama Education Lot- 
tery, including, without limitation, the 
payment of all prizes, without any 
further appropriation required by 
law, and the balance of such pro- 
ceeds remaining after such pay- 
ments shall be deposited, as provid- 
ed by general law, and held ina 
special, separate account in the 
State Treasury hereby created and 
designated the “Lottery Trust Fund” 
until such time as such proceeds 
are disbursed pursuant to this 
amendment. 

“(d) Alabama Education Lottery 
Corporation. 

“The administration of the Alaba- 
ma Education Lottery shall be vest- 
ed in a corporation hereby created 
and designated the “Alabama Edu- 
cation Lottery Corporation.” The

"(f) Agreements with other Juris 
dictions 

“The Alabama Education Lottery 
Corporation may enter into recipro 
cal agreements with other jurisdic: 
tions for the operation and promo- 
tion of games which are permitted to 
be operated, utilized, or conducted 
by the Alabama Education Lottery 

"(q) Income Reserved 

“All interest earnings on monies 
in the Lottery Trust Fund shall be 
held in the fund and allocated and 
disbursed only for those items enu- 
merated in subsection (e) 

“(h) Limitation on activities 

“The Alabama Education Lottery 
may authorize, conduct, employ, 
include, or utilize only those games 
of chance approved by the Alabama 
Education Lottery Corporation which 
may include, without limitation, the 
sale of lottery tickets; provided, how- 
ever, that the Alabama Education 
Lottery is prohibited from operating, 
using, or employing, or authorizing 
the operation, use, or employment 
of, directly or indirectly, a casino or 
casinos and is further prohibited 
from authorizing, conducting, 
employing, including, or utilizing, 
directly or indirectly, any form of 
casino gambling. 

“(i) Implementation. 

“The Legislature may 
enforce and implement this section 
by appropriate general law. Any act 
or acts that are enacted by the 
Alabama Legislature during the 
same session cf the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed 
and which are in implementation 
and furtherance of the purposes of 
this amendment and the authority 
granted by this amendment, and all 
actions heretofore taken pursuant to 
such act or acts, are hereby validat- 
ed, ratified, and confirmed as effec- 
tive as of the date on which such act 
or acts were so enacted in accor- 
dance with the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended, and 
as of the respective dates on which 
such actions were taken. 

“(j) Nothing in this amendment 
affects, prohibits, or limits any activi- 
ty which was legal at the time this 
amendment becomes effective 
including, without limitation, pari- 
mutuel betting and nonprofit bingo 
as provided for by specific laws. 

“(k) The terms and provisions of 
this amendment and of any enabling 
legislation enacted by the Alabama 
Legislature with respect to this 
amendment shall supersede and 
take precedence over any other pro- 
vision of law which may conflict or 
be inconsistent with this amendment 
or such legislation, and this amend- 
ment and such enabling legislation 
shall operate and be construed with- 
out regard to such conflict or incon- 
sistency.”

Section 2. An election upon the 
above proposed amendment shall 
be held, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended, and the general elec- 
tion laws. of Alabama. Notice of the 
election and of the proposed 
amendment shall be given by 
proclamation of the Governor, which 
proclamation shall be published 
once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a news- 
paper in each county of the state. 


Section 3. The Secretary of State 
shall assign this proposed constitu- 
tional amendment as ballot position 
Number One on the election ballot 
and shall set forth the following 
description on the proposed consti-

Some damage to fabrics may 
not become evident until after the 
garment is dry-cleaned-for exam- 
ple, dry-cleaning may flush away 
fabric weakened by insects, leaving 
holes in the garment. 

Help the dry-cleaner provide the 
beset possible service by pointing 
out any spots or stains. Be sure to 
indicate stains that may be color- 
less like those from skin-care prod- 
ucts, beverages and perfumes, 
When picking up your clothes, 
examine them carefully. Ask the 
dry-cleaner to correct problems 
with a spot that was missed or with 
inadequate pressing. 

If other problems are present, 
determine if they were caused by 
the manufacturer who failed to pro

Gov. Siegelman approves U. S. Hwy. 84 project

\s Alabama Governor Don 
Siegelman made his way to the 
tage of the Elba High School Audi 
tortum last Thursday for a noon 
conference, he walked with

“IT came here today to announce 
three very important safety and eco- 
nomic projects for this area,” 
Siegelman said

“This is the most ambitious non-

The Coffee County commission- 
ers, Meeting in regular session, 
approved a budget for the 1999- 
2000 fiscal year by a vote of 5 to 2. 
The adoption of the proposed bud- 
get came after a lengthy discussion 
Which resulted in two amendments 
being attached to the vote. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley presented the budget fig- 
ures which had supposedly been 
worked out during budget hearings 
that the commissioners have been 
conducting in recent weeks; howev- 
er, it seemed that all the “bugs” had 
not been ironed out. 

The budget was presented by 
Mobley as follows: General Fund - 
$4,002,000; Landfill Fund - 
$2,670,000; Gasoline Fund - 
$1,393,000; Public Building, Road 
& Bridge Fund - $709,135; RRR 
Gasoline Fund - $1,190,000; Public 
Highway & Traffic Fund 
$247,000; Reappraisal Fund 
$311,140; Total - $10,522,275, 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made the motion seconded by Linda 
Westbrook to adopt the proposed 
budget as presented which included 
the allocation of the funds to specif- 
ic projects 

During the discussion of the 
motion to adopt the budget, Com- 
missioner Doug Dalrymple ques- 
tioned the amount of money bud 
geted by the highway department 
and the lack of funds included for 
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economic development and safety 
in that area.” 

The governor said this plan 
includes four-laning 42 miles of the 
highway through Andalusia, Opp, 
Elba, New Brockton and Enterprise 
The project is estimated to carry a 
cost of $185 million and will be 
broken down into five design sec 
tions with 11 different construction 
phases. 

“This project will span over the 
next five years,” said Siegelman 
“When completed, U.S, 84 will be a 
four-lane highway from Andalusia 
to the Georgia line.” 

Another project Siegelman 
announced which will have a direct 
effect on Coffee County, as well as, 
send a sigh of relief among many 
travelers is the replacement of the 
Ballard Bridge over the Pea River 
on Alabama Highway 134. 

In January 1998, four area resi- 
dents lost their lives when an acci- 
dent between a fertilizer truck, 
gasoline carrying tractor-trailer and 
Blazer occurred on the bridge. 

Ricky Morgan, a survivor of that 
fatal accident, was present during 
the governor’s press conference and 
expressed his concerns about the 
conditions of the bridge which was 
a contributing factor to the accident 
Which he said took a year from his 
life and even more from others.

After quoting figures included in 
the highway department budget and 
Statistics on the paved and unpaved 
roads in the county system, Dal- 
rymple said, “I’m totally against 
this budget. I think the commission- 
ers are doing a disservice to the 
people of District 4 and to me for 
agreeing to include these roads in 
the three-year plan and then not 
agreeing to fund them.” 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
responded to Dalrymple’s com- 
ments stating that the commission, 
along with department heads, had 
worked hard to present a balanced 
budget. 

“A budget is a compromise — 
you lose some and you win some, 
and over the years I have won a few 
and lost a few - probably lost more 
than I won,” he said. “I disagree 
with parts of the budget, but overail 
it’s a good one.” 

Commissioner Brooks pointed 
out that the motion was to pass the 
“proposed budget” and that it could 
be modified at any time in the 
future. 

As the discussion continued, it 
became apparent that Dalrymple’s 
main concern was the paving of Co, 
Rd, 664, He stated that this road 
was in the three-year plan for dirt 
roads to be paved. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that this road 
was included in the list of roads to 


City of Elba recipient of $294,106 
storm drainage improvement grant 


The continuing effort to recover 
from recent flooding in Elba took 
another step forward on Monday of 
this week when a $294,106.00 
storm drainage improvement grant 
was announced by Governor Don 
Siegelman. The governor also 
announced a $79,918 relocation 
grant for Coffee County, to be used 
as match money in relocating 
homeowners whose properly was 
damaged in the March, 1998 flood- 
ing. In all there were eight disaster 
recovery initiative grants totaling 
$2,940,000 approved in the State of 
Alabama, all to areas damaged by 
tornadoes and flooding in the 
spring of 1998 

“Tam pleased to authorize the 
funding of improvement efforts that 
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will enhance the quality of life for 
many Alabamians,” Siegelman said, 
Mayor James Grimes said the 
Elba grant is for drainage improve- 
ment work on Putman Street and 
Martin Luther King Drive. As was 
noted in the governor's news 
release, the M.L. King Drive work 
is being done in the area where the 
two children died in the raging 
waters on that March Sunday 
morning, shortly before the levee 
broke along Beaver Dam Creek. 
The Disaster Recovery Initiative 
grants are funded through the U, S. 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and administered by the 
Alabama Department of Economic 
and Community Affairs (ADECA) 
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Morgan said he had wondered many 
times if anything would ever be 
done about that bridge 

“We are going to replace Ballard 
Bridge.” Siegelman said. “You 
don’t have to wonder if its going to 
be done any longer.” 

The governor said the engineer 
ing work has already begun on the 
bridge with construction scheduled 
to begin in early 2001. 

In a third project, Siegelman 
announced a 4.2 mile, $900,000 
pavement rehabilitation project for 
County Road 112 in Midland City, 
He said this rehabilitation would 
offer better access to Wallace Col- 
lege, and construction buildings 
were to open last Friday, 

Siegelman commended area offi- 
cials for making these projects pos- 
sible and said the people should 
know of the hard work being done. 

“I wanted to be here today if for 
nothing else than to let you know 
you have a great group of leaders 
here,” he said. 

The governor especially com- 
mended Senator Jimmy Holley, 
Representative Terry Spicer and 
Speaker of the House Seth Hammett 
for all their hard work and dedica- 
tion to the people of this area. 

Rep. Spicer was present for the 
announcement, along with Holley 
and Hammett, and he said the

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Monday evening the Elba City 
Council approved an operating bud- 
get for 1999-2000 with a projected 
income totaling $2,147,500, up 
$89,433 from the year ending today 
(Thursday). The increase comes 
largely from an increased sales tax 
base in Elba, with $60,000 of the 
growth coming from sales and use 
tax. There is also a projected 
increase of $10,000 in ad valorem 
(property) taxes within the City of 
Elba, and garbage fees are project- 
ed to increase by $10,000. Local 
privilege licenses should increase 
by $5,000 also. 

Even with the increase in rev- 
enue, the City of Elba continues to 
depend on a $363,000 annual trans- 
fer from the Water and Electric 
Board to fund basic public needs. 

For the first time in recent histo- 
ry, the proposed budget includes a 
reserve for emergency of $57,300. 
Of course as the meeting 
adjourned, there was talk of how 
this reserve could be spent, if in 
fact income was as high as project- 
ed, 

The new budget calls for the pur- 
chase of two new police cars and 
$10,000 worth of mowing equip- 
ment for the recreation department, 
which has the added chore of main- 
taining the house lots involved in 
the ongoing flood buy-out program. 
Also in the Capital Expenditure 
budget is $65,000 to pay the city 
match on a CDBG grant for some 
additional sewer extension work.
